ADDRESSES ON BOY SCOUT 


WORK BY 


COMMISSIONERS 


Kiwanis Club Enjoys Two Interesting and Educative Ad- 
dresses given by Messrs. Solway and Selby. Teach- 
ings of Movement Enumerated. Strong Appeal 
Made for Support of Boy Scout Work in District. 


The Boy Scout movement was the 


subject for consideration at the week- 
ly luncheon of the Kiwanis Club on 
Tuesday evening. There was a good 
attendance of members and several 
visitors were also present. Rev. W. J. 
James was chairman of the evening, 
and Messrs Solway and Selby, field 
commissioners of the Boy Scouts as- 
sociation, were the principal speakers. 

Mr. Solway prefaced his remarks 
by stating singing won the war, Sing- 


ing helped the boys in the trenches: 


put victory across, They were now 
trying to put Scouting across in Al- 
berta, and were travelling through 
the province speaking to all the 
school children. They were now em- 
phasizing two words: Honesty and 
Loyalty. Today, the adults were very 
much lacking in honesty and loyalty, 
Scouts were teaching the children; 
to have Honor in the home, Honor 
in school and Honor in church. 

It has been charged that the Boy 
Scouts isa military organization. This 
is not true. It is not a military organ- 
ization, neither it is opposed to mili- 
tary in Canada. The clothing is not 
a uniform, but is regalia of a brother- 
hood worldwide, as there as now sixty- 
two nations in the brotherhood, tray- 
elling around building up honor, loy- 
alty and service to others. 

Why use discipline among the boys? 
We lack discipline in Alberta today. 
Teachers are not giving the same dis- 
cipline in the schools we received a 
generation ago. Discipline ig not 
chastisement, but teaches self con- 
trol, which : will. become. a habit, 

It hag also been said that the Scout 
movement is not religious. “We are 
a Christian organization, built on the 
principles of Jesus Christ,” said the 
speaker, Every boy promises on his 
honor to do his best at all times, He 
also pledges himself to do his duty 
to his country, and help others, and to 
obey the scout law at all times, 

Mr. Solway then appealed to the 
people of this community to get be- 
hind the scout movement and support 
the men who are leaders in this laud- 
able work. It is a home-building or- 
ganization, and we want homes in Al- 
berta and Canada, We want parents 
to take an interest in our boys. No 
fault should be found with the teach- 
er if the boy fails on his examinations 
if he does not get his home work up. 
If boys are interested in keeping 
things beautiful in the community, it 
will go a long way to keep the boys 
at home. 

Mr. Selby, in his brief address, re- 
ferred to the practical work of the 
movement. The motto is “Be Pre- 
pared”—for everything in life. All 
natural boys are eager to get into the 
brotherhood of the Boy Scouts, and 
they should be encouraged to join. 
Every citizen should do all he can to 
help because boys learn manliness; 
to increase personal effectiveness; 
to bear their part when hurt comes; 
to despise national hate; to be self- 
reliant, strong and generous; to chum 
with the under-privileged boy; to aid 
the wounded and save the drowning; 
to care for themselves, by cooking, 
washing and doing other work around 
the house; to tie different kinds of 
knots; to cut trees, and camp and to 
live out in the open air; to tell the 
truth and obey; to be respectful and 
to respect the creed and 
customs of others, and to be good 
sports and to take defeat or success 
in the proper spirit. 


There are three branches of boy | 


scouts, as weli as Girl Guides. The 
Junior Scouts or Wolf Cubs, are from 
elght to twelve years; the Boy Scouts 
from twelve to eighteen years, and 
the Rovers, from seventeen to twenty- 
one years. The speaker then referred 
to some of the rocks of temptation 
the boys are taught to guard against: 

Nock of Gambling—The boy learns 
to play marbles and cheats. The 
wrong should be pointed out and have 
him conquer the habit. 

Rock of Wine—This temptation will 
The boy should be 
taught to be temperate in everything 
—eating, drinking, talking, etc. 

Rock of Irreligion—Scouting |g do- 
ing a lot to overcome this, as it brings 


all creeds and nationalities together; 
and they are taught to respect the 
opinions of others, 

The Rock of Women is another 
temptation the boys are given advice 
about and warned to guard against, 

Mr. Selby concluded by urging the 
Kiwanians to get behind the move- 
ment here and give it moral and fin- 
ancial support. Clean men should 
be selected to take the leadership, 
and then these men should be en- 
couraged and helped in their work. 


TO USE STRAW 
FOR MAKING PAPER 


Tests of paper from Alberta straw, 
which have been going forward for 
some time in Montreal, have now 
reached a further stage, says Howard: 
Stutchbury, provincial trade commis- 
sioner, 

Mr, Stutchbury has received an in- 
quiry from the Montreal firm asking 
for suitable information as to suit- 
able Alberta clays which may be used 
as filler material in the process of 
manufacturing the paper, 

Samples of bentonite clay and sod- 
fum sulphate have already been for- 
warded to Montreal, but Mr. Stutch- 
bury now. wishes to get into touch 
with any clay deposits in the province 
that may be in any way suitable for 
the purpose outlined. A proper clay 
would be one that will burn white, 


and is reasonably free from lime, and’ 


anybody knowing of such deposits 
are requested to advise Mr. Stutch- 


bury accordingly, so that samples may’ 


be secured and forwarded for further 
tests. 

Other inquiries are reaching the 
provincial trade commissioner daily, 
touching on various natural resources 
of the province, A firm in Kitchener, 
Ont., for example, wishes to hear 
about Bentonite deposits for use in or- 
namental plaster casting. Samples 
have been sent to this firm for experi- 
mentation, 

Another inquiry asks for particulars 
of sandstone for pulpwood grinding, 
and action {is being taken to provide 
the necessary information. 

Altogether, says Mr. Stutchbury, 
the outlook for the development of 
new industries in the province in the 
near future, is very promising. 


605 ENROL FOR 
NORMAL COURSE 


While there is a slight decline in 
the number of students entered for 
the normal course this year, the de- 
partment of education states that it 
will be in the best interests of the 
teachers at the schools and the stu- 
dents that the number is below that of 
last year, 

This year at Calgary there will be 
360 students, and at Camrose, 245, 
which is the capacity number that 
can be handled with comfort at el- 
ther centre. Last year both schools 
were overcrowded, and in consequence 
there was a considerable amount of 
dissatisfaction on the part of both 
teachers and students. 


TAG DAY FOR 
CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL 


The provincial Red Cross associa- 
tion is making an appeal for funds 
throughout the province. The money 
is required chiefly in connection with 
the work of the Red Cross Children’s 
hospital at Calgary. This hospital is 
doing 9. splendid service to the pro- 
Vince and is almost always filled to 
capacity, 

Mr. William Dickson, of Calgary, 
is in Wetaskiwin for a few days in 
connection with the campaign here, 
It is not proposed to have a campaign 
of the ordinary kind, but contribu- 
tion boxes are being left in various 
Dusiness places and it is hoped that 
the response will be liberal. 

There will he a Tag Day on Sat- 
urday, October 18th, for the benefit of 
the Children’s Hospital at Calgary, 
and the campaign for that day will be 
in charge of the ladies of the local 
Red Cross Society.

TOURISTS BUY 
50% OF LIQUOR 
FROM VENDORS 


That at least fifty per cent of the 
liquor sold by the government ven- 
dors in the larger centres of the pro- 
vince has been to the tourist trade 
this summer is the assertion of of- 
ficlals of the Alberta liquor board in 
reviewing the business in the liquor 
trade since the opening of the vendor 
stores last spring. It is admitted that 
the local demand has been immensely 
smaller than was anticipated when 
the act came into force and if it was 
thought some months ago that the 
public appetite would have been go 
light there is no doubt that the pur- 
chases of supplies by the board would 
have been much smaller, 

The stores in Calgary, Lethbridge, 
and Edmonton have received large 
orders from tourist parties who in- 
tended spending some time in the 
province and it is said that several 
hunting parties going into the north 
have been the biggest customers of 
the year at the Edmonton store. 

While the first public report of the 
financial results of the government 
liquor business will be submitted to 
the legislature. at the session early 
inthe ‘new year, it ‘is pointed out 
by the board officials that this will 
not be complete, as it will require a 
full year to reach the final decision on 
how the business is panning out from 
the standpoint of a revenue producer. 
The board year will end early in May 
of 1925. Until that date is reached 
it is improbable that there will be 
any drastic changes in the present 
method of administration or a cur- 
tailment of the stores now in opera- 
tion, 


SUPREME CRIMINAL 
COURT HELD HERE 


The regular sittings of the supreme 
criminal court was held here this 
week starting Monday morning with 
His Lordship Mr. Justice McCarthy 
presiding. There were no jury cases, 

The following cases were disposed 
of: 

Rex vs Ezekel Eryin, charged with 
theft of goods under seizure, Stay of 
proceedings entered by the Crown. 

Rex vs W, J. Bogart—Charged with 
theft of hay. It appeared that the 
hay in question was taken by the ac- 
cused under legal advice given by his 
former solicitor, and the case was ac- 
cordingly not pressed by the Crown. 
I. B. Howatt, K.C,, appeared for the 
accused, 

Rex vs M. C. Flagg—Charged with 
uttering forged document. Stay of 
proceedings entered by the Crown. 

Rex vs Wm, Arndt—Charged with 
seduction, Stay of proceedings enter- 
ed by the Crown. 

Rex vs Peter Dobko—Charged with 
theft of grain under seizure in the dis- 
trict of Leduc. Accused entered a 
plea of guilty, and was sentenced to 
six months imprisonment, sentence 
being suspended on accused entering 
into his own recognizance in the sum 
of $500, for a term of one year. D. P. 
McLeod of Leduc for the accused. 

Rex vs H .E. Kirk—Charged with 
theft of six pigs under seizure, in the 
Ledue district. The judge found that 
the seizure was of a doubtful validity 
and acquitted the accused. N, CG. Will- 
son for the accused. 

Rex vs James Parsons — Charged 
with theft of harness, Accused was 
found guilty after a trial lasting for 
about one day and sentenced to im- 
prisonment for six months in the pro- 
vincial jail, Alexander Knox for the 
accused,

Good Crop Yields 


As the threshing progresses, we 
learn of some very. good yields of 
grain in the Wetaskiwin district. 
The first of.the week, T. Malmas , 
brought in a load of new wheat 
which threshed 42 bushels to the 
acre, There. were a few green 
kernels in the sample and it was 
graded No, 2. It was of the Mar- 
quis variety. How many can beat 
this yleld this season? 

Chas, P. Cummings, of Bright- 
view, brought In two samples of 
wheat last. .week.|) The Marquis 
went 30 bushels to the acre and 
graded No. 1-Northern, while the 
Ruby went 20 bushels and graded 
No. 2. The crop was threshed on 
Sept. 15th. ts 


WHEAT GRADING 
HIGH AND ALSO | 
YIELDING WELL 


Winnipeg, Sept. 23—Excellent har- 
vest weather the first part of the weck 
enabled rapid advancement of all the 
farm work, according to the weekly 
crop report of the agricultural depart- 
ment of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
Heavy rains towards the latter end 
of the week, however, necessitated al- 
most entire suspension of operations 
throughout the west. Weather at the 
present is:more settled. Wheat cut- 
ting is practically completed and the 
coarser grains © are just approaching 
that stage. Comparatively little 
threshing has been: accomplished so 
far, but returns arg&echle reveal yields 
and grades generally. exceeding. ear- 
lier expectations. In some districts 
where crops were late, farmers fear- 
ing frost, cut wheat too green, which 
will of course, hurt the sample. Large 
amounts of summer fallow are ready 
for next year, this work being gen- 
erally accomplished under satisfactory 
soil conditions. Except for some lo- 
cal shortages, the harvest help situa- 
tion is satisfactory and the available 
supply is adequate for the demand. 

Manitoba—Harvest operations made 
good headway until retarded by the 
raing during latter portion of week. 
Wheat cutting about completed, and 
coarse gains ninety to ninety five per 
cent. Extent of threshing done var- 
jes considerably, some southern dis- 
tricts reporting this work completed 
and others just starting. Average for 
province probably around ten to fif- 
teen per cent. Out-turns to date 
show yields fully up to earlier expec- 
tations and grades generally high, 
The frosts of August 2 to 15 have 
taken a heavy toll on crops from Bir- 
tle to Bradenbury, damage to which 
is now being revealed and prospects 
which at that time looked promising 
for thirty to thirty-five bushels have 
been cut in half. 

Saskatchewan—Though interrupted 
during the latter part of the week by 
rain, harvesting in gendral has made 
good progress and cutting throughout 
the province is about empleted. Wheat 
that has been threshed is yielding 
fully up to expectations and in dis- 
tricts badly drought affected earlier 
in the season, though low in yield, 
are on the whole satisfactory. As an 
instance, in the Yorkton area one far- 
mer threshed 70 acres which yielded 
only 5 bushels to the acre but graded 
No. 1 Northern, Many similar cases 
are recorded, About ten per cent of 
threshing is completed. The rye crop 
is averaging up fairly well and it is 
of good quality, Considerable late 
oats are being cut green in fear of 
frost damage. The flax crop is look- 
ing well but is very late. 

Alberta—Weather first three days 
of the weit wos id al, catisfactory 
progress of harvesting recorded and 
had the balance of (he week not been 
wet, cutting of all grains would have 
been completed, As it is, central and 
southern districts report all grains 
cut and more northerly sections 90 to 
195 per cent, On the Red Deer sub- 
division, which is unusually late, only 
30 per cent of cutting is completed. 
15 per cent of the threshing is finish- 
ed to date, Wheat on the whole is 
yielding well and grading high, even 
in some districts where yields are

DRUMHELLER IS 
OPTIMISTIC OVER 
STRIKE SETTLEMENT 


Drumheller, Sept. 22.—Drumheljer 
is looking hopefully forward to the 
joint conference between the Western 
Canada Coal Operators’ association 
and the United Mine Workers of Am- 
erica, being held by the minister of 
labor, James Murdock, at Calgary, on 
Thursday next, September 25. Both 
the operators’ and miners’ represent- 
atives have accepted Mr. Murdock’'s 
invitation, and, locally, it is most sin- 
cerely hoped that Mr. Murdock’s se- 
cond mission to the west will be suc- 
cessful in attaining its object. 

There has been a widespread de- 
mand in almost every part of the west 
that this strike, which began April 1, 
1924, be settled, and it is no doubt due 
to insistent pressure that the Domin- 
jon government has dispatched Mr, 
Murdock to the scene again, and with 
public opinion behind him it is very 
probable that he will remain until a 
settlement is reached. 

The majority of the miners are op- 
timistic that the strike will be settled, 
one group on Main Street Saturday 
offering to give another much smaller 
bunch long odds that the strike will 
be settled by Mr. Murdock. Many are 
willing to bet that all mines in the 
Drumheller Valley will be going full 
blast by Oct. 1. 


Meanwhile both parties officially 
declare “No surrender!" but never 
since the strike started has there 


been such a confident feeling that the 
end of the trouble is in immediate 
sight. 


SLOT MACHINES _ 
PASS INTO HISTORY 


Slot machines are due to pass out 
of use on the first day of October, 
when the amendment to the criminal 
code passed at the last session of 
the dominion parliament comes into 
force, 

Attorney General Brownlee’ has 
been asked by some of the operators 
of these machines for an extension of 
time, but his answer is that  inas- 
much as the amendment to the crim- 
inal code is declared to be effective 
on the first of next month he has no 
jurisdiction to grant any extension, 
even if he desired to do so. 

The attorney general points out 
also that ample warning has been 
given during the past year to the oper- 
ators of vending or slot machines, and 
says that the new legislation which 
by federal act declares them to be 
games of chance within the meaning 
of. the criminal code, will be strictly 
enforced after the date indicated,

E.D. & B.C. Ry.--All work delayed 
during the latter part of the week by 
rain; weather at present favorable 
and harvesting now being generally 
resumed, 75 to 95 per cent of cutting 
done, and 10 to 15 per cent of thresh- 
ing. Wheat yields running 15 to 20 
bushels to the acre, grading 1 and 2 
northern, 

British Columbia—Hot dry weather 
continued during the week with ex- 
ception of few light local showers, All 
varieties of apples are fully two weeks 
earlier than usual, Wealthies nearly 
finished and MeIntosh Reds arriving 
in yolume and Jonathans and other 
varictics coming in, Plums, early ap- 
ples, pears and crabs have practically 
all been shipped. <A fair amount of 
fall grain seeded and coming up well. 
Ensilage corn now being cut is fairly 
good crop. Potatoes on the whole are 
fairly Nght crop, fair in quality.

NEW WHEAT CROP 
_ IS GRADING HIGH 


Winnipeg, Sept. 24—Showing excel- 
lent quality, 65 per cent of the wheat 
loaded in Canadian Pacific cars and 
inspected by dominion officials since 
August 1, the commencement of the 
crop year, has been certified ‘“con- 
tract grade”, (No. 8 Northern or 
better), according to figures obtained 
from the transportation department of 
the company on Monday. Wheat in- 
spections totalled 63 per cent of all 
grains. In all 5,460 cars were exam- 
ined, 3,441 of these being wheat and 
the remainder coarse grains. 

By grades it was shown there had 
been 1,152 cars labelled No. 1 Nor- 
thern, 568 cars No. 2 and 496 cars No. 
3. The largest inspections reported 
for any one point were those at Cal- 
gary with 408 cars, while Medicine 
Hat had 340 and Moose Jaw 141. 
Corresponding figures for the pre- 
vious season were not announced by 
the department, the statement being 
made that the 1924 harvest was so 
late that practical comparisons could 
not be made, 

As a result of two days practically 
continuous rain throughout the west, 
grain marketings in districts served 
by the Canadian Pacific, Saturday, 
showed a decrease of some 400,000 
bushels. In Manitoba there were 428,- 
442 bushels to leave the hands of far- 
mers, in Saskatchewan 633,912 bush- 
els, and in Alberta, 230,429 bushels, 
aggregating 1,292,783 bushels for the 
prairies, 9 

Contrasted against the decrease in 
marketings, loadings Saturday were 
the record for the season, there hav- 
ing been $32 cars for the west com- 
prising 279 cars Manitoba, 368 cars 
Saskatchewan and 185 Alberta.

SENATOR COTE 
DIES IN QUEBEC 


Quebec, Sept. 23—The death oe- 
ecwred at Les Eboulements, a few 
miles from this city, tonight, of Sen- 
ator Jean Leon Cote, former proyin- 
cial seevetary of Alberta, at the age 
of 67 years. 

From 1892 to 1900 he was connect- 
ed with the department of the Inter- 
ior at Ottawa, He was a member of 
the staff on the Alaska boundary sur- 


| vey commission during the summers 


of 1898 to 1895, 

From 1900 to 1903 he was engaged 
in legal surveying in Dawson City, 
Yukon Territory, while he was also 
engaged in government survey work 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia. In 1904 Sena- 
tor Cote moved to Edmonton and was 
elected to the Alberta legislature in 
1009, representing the constituency 
of Athabasca, while in 1918 and 1916 
he was elected for the riding of Gro- 
uard, He was appointed provincial 
secretary for Alberta on September 
5, 1918, and was summoned to the 
Senate at Ottawa in August last.

We were taken to see all 
iparts of the great vessel, from the 
stoke-hold--where eighty stokers are 
‘employed to keep up steam contin- 
uously—to the high bridge where the 
big guns are directed with the aid of 
range finders and fired electrically. 
i We were greatly interested in noting 
the anti-aircraft guns, and all the 
equipment for locatiny the range of 
distant vessels, for the 15-inch guns 
can send a shell weighing 1920 
pounds (almost a ton) a distance of 
over twenty miles, We were shown 


are eight gun turrets, four at the fore 
part of the vessel and four at the 
aft, One of the guns was operated for 
us by the crew, and every movement 
was shown except the firing. Hach 
turret can be turned’so that the gun 
will point in any desired direction, 
and the great gun, weighing ninety- 
seven tons, can be raised or lowered 
to any range. Each gun.and turret, 
with all the accompanying machinery, 
weighs eight hundred tons. The speed 
with which the one-ton shell is raised 
from below, rammed into the gun, 
the breech closed and the gun fired 
was marvellous—as each of the eight 
guns on the Revenge is capable of 
firing three of these shells every min- 
ute. We were impressed with the 
clean, healthy-looking appearance and 
fine physiques of the entire crew, and 
we now realize that it is men of the 
finest calibre that make Britain mis- 
tress of the seas. After dark the 
strong penetrating searcblights of the 
different vessels flashed messages 
across the sky, the long rays making a 
very pretty and impressive spectacle.

Of spec- 
ial interest to the people of Wetaski- 
win is her reverie on the event that 
many years ago transpired on the 
Hills of Peace and which gave We- 
taskiwin its name. We reproduce it 
with . Miss Harris’ kind permission. 
It is under the protection of her copy- 
right.

Here and There 


It is anticipated that English or- 
ders for Canadian wool will exceed 
1,000,000 pounds this year, which 
will be a considerable increase over 
the business of 1923, amounting to 
700,000 pounds, 


Definite advice has been received 
at Victoria, B.C., that the Japanese 
training squadron, consisting of 
the . “Kishima,” “Asma” and 
“Azuma” will visit Victoria during 
the winter. The squadron will 
leave Japan early in December, fol- 
lowing the annual fall manoeuvres. 

Approximately: 60 per cent, or 
1,252,604 of the population of 
Western Canada live on occupied 
farms. Of the balance, 474,516 live 
in its 20 cities and towns of over 
2,500 and 228,962 in 3,309 small 
‘towns and villages of 2,500 or 
under. 


The work of re-ballasting the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific 
between Montreal and Toronto (the 
Lake Ontario shore line) has just 
been completed. Nearly 2,000,000 
tons of crushed rock, or about 35,- 
000 carloads, were used in this oper- 
ation. Officials state that the road- 
bed is now as excellent as it can be 
made and second to none in the 
world. 


Successful strawberry culture 30u 
miles north of the international 
boundary has been proven possible 
by R. A. Gordon, of Edmonton, 
Alta. One hundred plants brought 
from Ontario wintered well, blos- 
somed heavily and produced a pro- 
lifie crop of well-formed, fine-fla- 
vored fruit with rich color and fla- 
vor. Mr. Gordon has likewise had 
much success with cherries, wild 
plums and crab apples, 


Steady progress has been made 
by the macaroni industry in Can- 
ada during the past decade. The 
Bureau of Statistics reports that, 
whereas the Dominion imported 
nearly 7,000,000 pounds in pre-war 


days, it imported only 1,096,000 
pounds and exported 2,229,000 
pounds in 1923. Nine factories, 


with a capitalization of $873,000, 
now operate in Canada, with an 
aggregate output approximating 
11,500,000 pounds. 


Whaling operations off the coast 
of British Columbia this season 
have been very successful. Four 
stations and six or seven whalers 
are working. Some of the vessels 
have secured 380 head so far this 
year. Whale oil is selling well in 
England, while whale meat, canned, 
is an established commodity in West | 
Africa, the entire British Columbia 
whale meat pack of last year hav- 
ing been sold there,

AN INCH OF RAIN 


When the weather 
an inch of rain has fallen, it meang 
that the amount of water that de- 
scended from the sky in that particu- 
lar shower would have covered the 
surrounding territory to a depth of 
one inch if none of it had run off or 
soaked into the ground. 

It means that on one acre of ground 
enough water to fill more that 600 
barrels, of 45 gallons each, has fal- 
len. That quantity of water weighs 
more than 110 tons. If the rainstorm | 
covered 1,000 acres, which would be| 
a very small shower, indeed, 113,000 
tons of water would fall from the 
clouds. 

Rainstorms frequently cover whole | 
provinces, and often two or three or, 
five inches of water falls to the earth 
in one storm, In that case the weight | 
of the water is simply enormous. A
